This being the last session of the 
fifth legislature of the province, Mr. 
Reid thought it fitting that a review 
be made of tho finances of the prov- 
ince during the five year pe iod end- 
ing December 31, 1925. They had 
set out with the definite policy of ef- 
fecting economies with out dislécating 
essential services, or imparing theil 
successful operation, and this had 
been accomplished, not only without 
detriment, but with improvements in 
many departments. 

Instatcing this, during the past five 
years uncontrollable expenditure had 
increased $1,805,871.99, semi-con- 
trollable expenditure $111,873.12 
while controllable expenditure 
decreased $1,179,394.57.
